This river, which rises in the Bugha Dagh, at Refahieh, runs 
almost parallel to the Kizil:Irmak, and flows into the Black Sea, 
a short distance eastward of Samsun, after traversing the whole 
vilayet of Sivas. It is said that the Turkish Ministry of Public 
Works favours the scheme and has recommended the draft con- 
vention and specification to the approval of the Sublime Porte. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul at Chicago reports that in that district over one-third 
of the demand is for green tea, and a quantity 

Tea. of green Ceylon is now being put on the market. 

One firm at Chicago sells over 50 cases of 

green Ceylon tea a month. This tea has not yet the appearance 
of the Japan and China green teas, and looks as if it had been 
partially fermented, and the trade is in an experimental condition. 

Of the 80,000,000 lbs. of tea consumed it is computed that 
50,000,000 Ibs. is natural or unfermented leaf, embracing the 
Japan and China green teas, 18,000,000 lbs. are semi-fermented 
leaf, Formosa and F'oochow Oolong, leaving only about 12,000,000 
lbs. of fully fermented leaf, China, Congo and Indian and Ceylon teas. 
- Anyone contemplating entering the Chicago market with Indian 
and Ceylon teas must consider the situation carefully as many men 
with years of experience in the trade there have found it impossible 
to make a living unless they sell all kinds of teas. 

The British Vice-Consul at St. Louis reports that Indian and 
Ceylon tea is largely dealt in at St. Louis, and the demand would 
be increased if handled by an agency dealing in such teas alone 
and advertising them largely to the trade ; it is bought mostly at 
seaports. 

The British Vice-Consul at Kansas City reports that the trade 
in tea is being developed ; no figures can be obtained as very little 
is cleared through the Kansas City Custom-house. There is a 
large quantity of green tea consumed, being chiefly of Chinese and 
Japanese origin. The taste, however, for Ceylon teas appears to be 
growing, and attention is again drawn thereto. (Foreign Office, 
Anaual Series, 2,763.) 


The British Vice-Consul at St. Louis reports that Scotch and Irish 
salt fish are dealt in there, and it is reported 

Salt Fish. that the demand is increasing. 
The British Vice-Consul at Kansas City 
reports that the consumption of salt fish there is increasing, and 
that a good quality is called for, Some attention has been devoted 
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to this by certain merchants in Kansas City, but no great demand 
has yet been created. “So far as can be gathered, present supplies 
come almost entirely through New York importers. 

The British Vice-Consul at Denver City reports that the sale of 
Scotch and Irish cured fish in Colorado, in the past year, was 
about 500 barrels of Irish mackerel, and 500 cases of kippered 
herring, bloaters and Finnan haddock, and no increase in the con- 
sumption of this class of fish in the-past few years is noted. Very 
little fish is imported direct; it is bought through New York 
brokers principally. Large quantities of Norwegian herrings are 
received annually. The wholesale prices for Irish mackerel ranged 
from 31. 12s, to 51. per barrel. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 
2,763.) 


The report of the British Vice-Consul at Kansas City for the year 
1901 says that a large quantity of decorative 
Decorative China. china work is brought in from France and 
Germany, and the trade therein is slowly 
growing. ‘There would seem to be no reason why British shippers 
should not meet the competition in this article. 


In the same report the Vice-Consul says that cutlery is brought in 

in large quantities, the best brands coming 

Cheap Cutlery. from the United Kingdom, but a cheaper 

quality of very fair make comes-from Germany. 

In this trade, as in so many others, attention is again called to the 

fact that the market seems to demand at least the option of pur- 

chasing a cheaper grade, and British manufacturers would do well 

to supply such qualities, even if shipped under different brands, so 
as to maintain the reputation of established qualities. 


The British Vice-Consul at St. Louis reports that if manufacturers 

of Portland cement can lay it down at St. Louis 
Portland Cement. at a profit under the retail prices quoted, 6s. 
per barrel, a good business might be done in it 
while the buildings of the World’s Fair and the necessary walks 
are being made, but the American manufacturers are increasing 
their output so largely that it is impossible that the business 
would be permanent. A large plant is building in St. Louis

The prospectus states that in order to render the use of alcohol 
more general for industrial purposes, the Government of Peru has 
resolved that an exhibition shall be held in the capital of the 
Republic, Lima, of motors and of the most perfect apparatus which 
use methylated or neutralised alcohol, as the means for producing 
motive power, heat and light. The Exhibition of Motors and 
Apparatus, for which neutralised or methylated alcohol is employed, 
will consist of five divisions, with their corresponding sections, in 
the following form :— 


First Division, Motive Power.—Stationary motors for general 
use; special motors for agricultural purposes; marine motors, 
motor-cars and locomotives ; locomotors; carburisers. 


Second Division, Heating Apparatus.——Heaters for general use ; 
heaters for railway cars, coaches, &c.; calefactors; stoves and 
other apparatus for heating purposes. 


Third Division, Lighting —Lamps, or apparatus of the incandes- 
cent system for the lighting of streets, squares, piers, public 
buildings, theatres, workshops, &c., by means of methylated or 
neutralised alcohol ; the same by means of carburised alcohol; the 
same by the usual bright flame system, by means of carburised 
alcohol; lamps, or apparatus of the incandescent system for 
domestic use, by means of neutralised or methylated alcohol; the 
same, by means of carburised alcohol; the same, by the usual 
bright flame system. 


Fourth Division, Process.—Method of process for neutralising or 
methylating the alcohol ; the same for carburising the alcohol. 


Fifth Division Utensils and apparatus not comprised in the 
foregoing classifications, and which make use of neutralised, 
methylated, carburised, or solidified alcohol.

British manufacturers need no longer hesitate to avail themselves 
of the security thus offered, considering that native firms of even 
good standing are now much less averse to receiving bills of lading 
and invoices through the agency of the Imperial Ottoman Bank. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,766.) 

Adana.—The British Vice-Consul, at Adana, in his renent report 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2 785), writes as follows :— 

“ The import of British goods shows an increase in cotton stuffs, 
jute, and ironware. Indeed if the trade were pushed with vigour, 
on lines such as those indicated in this and previous reports, 
British trade would soon be doubled or trebled. 

“‘ Everyone is loud in praise of British goods, but no one has 
the opportunity to purchase them here direct from the home 
merchant without the great increase in price involved by the quite 
unnecessary profit made by the Constantinople or Smyrna or 
Beyrout middleman who again retails to the local agent who 
must make his profit also. 

“A British agent established here, with sub-agents under his 
supervision at places such as Konia, Eregli, Nigdeh, Kaiserich, 
Marash, Aintab, and so on, if an Englishman, should soon extend 
his trade all over this country. 

“The export trade with the United Kingdom is not very great 
owing to the poor quality of corn harvested last year, which 
British markets will not take up. The cotton also grown in this 
plain is not much in demand in the United Kingdom, but if 
irrigation works were made the best class of cotton and grain 

could be raised. 

“TI think, however, that many of the products of this pro- 
vince are worthy of attention if merchants or their best agents 
would occasionally visit these parts when even on a pleasure trip 
in the Levant. Mersina is easily reached from north or south by 
half-a-dozen steamer lines, and it is no longer the out-of-the-world 
place it was a few years ago. Nor should it be neglected much 
longer in anticipation of the railway extension already mentioned. 

“Indeed, I am very glad to be able to state that by degrees 
many more queries are addressed to me on commercial matters 
from the United Kingdom, and more commercial agents visit 
this district. This I hope may be still more marked during the 
coming year. Except between June and October, when it is very 
hot, the weather is generally delightful for travelling, and this 
country is perfectly safe and quiet.” 

. The Vice-Consul then proceeds to give an interesting account of 
principal industries that might be undertaken, and among the 
first he thinks there is room for an English ‘bank. [See also 
«‘ Board of Trade Journal” for 20th February last, p. 343. 
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Nice——In the recently published report of H.M. Consul at Nice 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,786), it is stated that British 
products do not seem to obtain the increasing demand that might 
be considered commensurate with the steady growth of commercial 
openings in the Riviera. There are German firms which are willing 
to supply goods invoiced in the English, French, or German 
language, and with English, French, and German weights, measures, 
and prices stated. British firms, with few exceptions, take no such 
trouble. The fact that British articles are good and cheap is not 
enough to ensure their sale if foreign customers are subjected to. 
trouble that might be spared them in comparing prices. They 
want to be able to know at a glance what they will be likely to 
gain by the sale of the goods offered them, and this is just what 
very few British firms enable them to see, though many foreign 
firms do. 

St. Nazaire-—In a recently published report the British Vice- 
Consul at St. Nazaire says:—‘“I am glad to say, however, that 
some British wares still find their way to this part of France; 
hardware, silver-plated goods, material for the construction of ships 
and machinery. Certain British groceries and comestibles are 
also finding favour with the French public. ‘This special trade 
should be carefully fostered, as it meets a decided want in this 
country, and most of the goods are not easy to imitate. 


Nantes.—H.M. Consul et Nantes gives instances to show the 
tendency of the French Custom-house policy, as follows :—In 1892 
the duty on bicycles was fixed at 120 frs. per 100 kilogs. (not 
a low impost by any means), but in spite of it a large business 
was still done by British makers. Then the French manufacturers 
petitioned the Chamber and represented that if they were further 
protected the trade would become local, and after this a circular 
was sent out to all the Custom-houses directing that the tax should 
be increased to 220 frs., and this ‘ trifling modification ” ended the 
import trade. 

Again, after the trade in finished machines had been destroyed 
by this addition to the duty, a large business was still done in the 
steel tubes used in making them, which were made of what is. 
called “acier doux” and as such pays 40 fr. per 100 kilogs, This 
went on for some time, till suddenly an order was sent out that 
they were to be classed as “ acier trempant,” which is taxed at 
80 fr., and a large consignment was stopped. The owner pro- 
tested and produced the maker’s certificate that it was “acier 
doux,” which the price alone was sufficient to prove—an “ expertise” 
.was then ordered, and decided that it was of steel, ‘‘ prenant 

légérement la trempe” (which even common iron will do when 
heated and plunged into water), and the decisicn was maintained, 
though it was pointed out that the price at which the importer was 
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selling in France was less than “acier trempant ” would cost at the 
works in the United Kingdom, and so this branch of the trade was 
_ also extinguished. 
It appears, therefore, that rates even as originally fixed are 
liable to be raised, or are open to varied interpretation by the 
Customs. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,765.) 


TRADE OF FOREIGN COUNTRIES AND BRITISH 
POSSESSIONS. 


On pp. 329-30 will be found tables relating to the value of the trade 
of Foreign Countries and British Possessions for the latest periods 
given by the various returns in each case. 

A comparison of the trade accounts of various countries is made 
more difficult by the different periods to which the statistics refer. 
Accordingly, the following summary table has been prepared show- 
ing the total imports and exports of the principal countries for 
which the particulars can be given up to February, 1902, inclu- 
sive, and referring in all cases to the same period, viz., the two 
months of January and February.

ribbed steel boiler flues,” are dutiable as “ welded cylindrical 
furnaces, made from plate metal,” under the second clause of 
paragraph 152 of the. Tariff, at the rate of 2} cents per Ib. (11s. 8d. 
per ewt.), and not as “ boiler tubes, pipes, or flues,” under the first 
clause of the same paragraph. 
Paintings, the work of an American artist temporarily residing 
abroad, are free of duty under paragraph 703 of the Tariff, without 
regard to the length of the artist’s absence.

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Iron sheets or plates, valued at more than 3 cents per lb. are 
dutiable under paragraph 193 of the Tariff, at the rate of 45 per 
cent. ad valorem, together with the additional daties (of } cent. 
per lb. in each case) which may be leviable under paragraph 132, 
or the proviso to paragraph 133, if the sheets or plates are cold- 
rolled, or galvanised, or both. 

Preparations of tallow, used simply for softening cotton cloth, 
are held not to be “alizarin assistants” within the meaning of 
paragraph 32 of the Tariff, but to be dutiable under Section 6, as 
unenumerated manufactured articles, at the rate of 20 per cent. 
ad valorem. 

Dulcin is not dutiable as saccharine, but as a chemical compound, 
under paragraph 3 of the Tariff, at the rate of 25 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

Silkworm gut for use in the manufacture of “snells” or 
“leaders” for fishing lines, and catgut strings intended to be made 
into surgical sutures, ligaments, &c., are free of duty, under 
paragraph 517 of the Tariff, as “worm gut or catgut, unmanu- 
factured.” 

Breccia.—Marble, in blocks or slabs, of a quality commercially 
known as “breccia,” is freeof duty under paragraph 508 of the Tariff. 

Sulphide of antimony, crude, is free of duty under paragraph 
476 of the Tariff. The word “sulphite” in the text of that 
paragraph is a misprint for “sulphide.” 

Copper matte is free of duty as copper regulus, under paragraph 
534 of the Tariff. 

Canned fish roe, subjected to heat in preparation, and designed 
for use as a food, is dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem, 
as an unenumerated manufactured article, under Section 6 of the 
Tariff. 

Value of foreign coins—With reference to a notice which 
appeared at p. 216 of the “Journal” for the 1st inst., in which it 
was stated that in reducing foreign standard coins to United 
States currency for the assessment of duties the basis of the con- 
version was to be the pure metal value of such coins, the United 
States Treasury Department have since given directions for an 
appeal to be lodged from this Decision (which was a decision of 
the Board of General Appraisers) in order that the question may 
receive judicial interpretation. 


With reference to notices which have previously appeared in the

Customs official at the place of shipment, the amount of the export 
duties leviable under the Tariff. He must also file with the 
Coliector at the place of shipment a sworn statement in writing by 
himself, or other person having knowledge of the facts, to the effect 
that the goods on which export duties are then paid are of the 
growth and produce of the Philippines, and are shipped directly 
therefrom to the United States: this statement is to be accompanied 
by a copy of the bill of lading showing to whom the goods are 
consigned. 

A shipper who has complied with the above stated regulations 
is entitled to recover the amount of export duties paid, if, within a 
period of eighteen months from the date of payment, he shall 
establish by competent evidence that the goods on which export 
duties were paid (1) came directly from the Philippines to the United 
States ; (2) were actually landed in the United States and mingled 
with the property thereof; (3) were admitted into the States free 
of duty ; and (4) were used and consumed in the States.

A considerable portion of the bounty will go into the hands of the 
shipbuilders to compensate them for the excess of cost which the 
protective system of the country inflicts on them, as compared 
with the cost at which similar ships can be built in the United 
Kingdom, and the rest of it to shipowners as an inducement not. 
to avail themselves of these cheaper rates and buy there. But 
they will still continue to do so, because the price at which they 
can buy in the United Kingdom is 111. per ton, as against 19/. in 
France, and a saving of 16,0001. on a 2,000 tons ship ought to be 
a strong inducement, the more so as the vessel has to be paid for: 
at once, and the bounty only comes in by degrees. (Foreign

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SWEDEN. 


In his recent report to the _—— Office, H.M. Consul at Stockholm 
- _ says that it is often stated in the United 
— on Ore: Kingdom that the supplies of hematite ore, 
red for its mostly obtained from Spain, are rapidly dimin- 
es at ishing. If they fail, where are raw materials 
to be looked for? It simply means that, in 
order to use the ores from Sweden, Norway, and various other 
countries nearly all the ordinary British furnaces must be altered. 
These latter ores are rich in iron, but all contain phosphorus that 
has to be got rid of. ‘To accomplish this the acid process and old- 
fashioned furnaces must be abandoned and the basic method and 
furnaces of modern type be adopted in their stead. Germany has 
shown how it can be done with advantage, and imports annually 
from Sweden about 1,250,000 tons of iron ore (700,000 tons from 
Lulea and 550,000 tons from Oxelésund). This latter ore which 
contains about 60 to 64 per cent. iron and one to one and a quarter 
per cent. phosphorus, has been many times tried in the United 
ingdom, but hitherto without success. Of late, however, it seems 
that “ repeat” trial cargoes of Griingesberg ore have been sent to 
Middlesborough from Oxelésund, which shows that experiments 
are again being made with it. 

The Gringesberg ore, 550,000 to 600,000 tons annually, mostly for 
use in Germany, is shipped at Oxelisund. Steamers of a tonnage not 
exceeding 6,500 tons burden are employed in the freight, and the port 
is seldom closed by ice and is free from harbour dues and charges 
of all kinds. At the railway, which terminates there, special 
through rates are in force for both export and import traffic. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,778.)

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inferred that the American article has not been found, to say the 
least of it, more satisfactory than the Welsh or Scotch variety. 
I am, however, informed that the Forges de Trignac have contracted 
for a large quantity of German coal,.to be delivered during the 
current year, owing to the high prices prevailing in the United 
Kingdom.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,765.) 


Atter referring to the serious condition of the various branches 
of the iron trade in his district, the British Vice- 
cee be . Consul at Lille notes that it is not possible to 
the Lille District, &Y° exactly the total output of the mechanical 

works of the district to compare it with that of 
preceding years, but one may say that the production of 1901 has 
been only half that of the years 1885-98, and only one-third, or 
even one-fourth that of the years 1899 and 1900. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 2,768.) 


H.M. Consul at Calais in a recent report writes as follows :—‘‘ Owing 
. to queries from the United Kingdom concerning 
district, and, through the courtesy of the 
President of the Chamber of Commerce at Amiens, and the Chief 
Engineer of Mines at Arras, ascertained that the principal deposits 
of phosphoric chalk and other phosphates are in the Department 
of the Somme, localities named being Beauquesne, Marcheville, 
Damqueur, Airaines, Doullens, Eclusier-Vaux, Hardicourt au Bois, 
Templeux-la-Fosse, Terrasnesnil, Templeux-le-Guérard, and Roisel, 
while in the Department of the Pas-de-Calais, only Orville, Ferques, 
and Fiennes are mentioned.

With reference to the notices on pp. 302-3 of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” for 14th November last, and in 


—_ previous issues, respecting the Beaumont Oil- 
Industry. fields, H.M. Consul at Galveston, in his recently 


issued report, states that it is just about a year 
ago that the discovery of oil near Beaumont was made. The first 
shipment of oil was made on 3rd March, 1901, and from that date 
to 10th January, 1902, the railway statistics show that 10,301 cars 
containing 1,633,202 barrels of oil were despatched. There have 
also been two or three large shipments by vessels of the “ Shell ” 
line from Port Arthur, and in addition over 100,000 barrels were 
used in Beaumont and the vicinity. It is also estimated that at 
the beginning of January 2,500,000 barrels were stored in tanks 
at Beaumont, and that upwards of 1,000,000 barrels were wasted 
before the various wells could be capped or controlled. 

On Ist January last there were 138 producing wells, 125 miles 
of pipe line, loading racks for 161 cars, 84 rotary outfits, 69 iron 
oil tanks completed, 19 under construction, as well as 32 small 
wooden tanks. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,770.) 


HH.M. Consul at Chicago reports that a new system of telephone is 
shortly to be put into operation in that city. 
This telephone is automatic, requiring no 
attendant at the central station, making its 
own connection with the required number by 
the subscriber putting his finger through the hole in a disc which 
contains ten numbers, and consecutively pulling the disc with the 
desired numbers towards the bottom. ‘This system is known as 
the Strowger system, and has been in operation in small towns in 
the Eastern States for two years. One mechanic can attend to 
1,000 telephones. In Falls River, Massachusetts, there are 615 
subscribers and one attendant, at a cost of 16/. 10s. per month. 
The new company will be entirely conducted on the metric 
system, the call being registered as soon as the connection is made. 
The charge will be 24d. for each message, with a maximum for the 
year of 171. 10s. 6d., or all messages over the number of 1,700 will 
be free. The present charge in Chicago is a minimum of one 
message a day at 2}d., or a fixed charge running as high as 331. 
for business telephones. (Loreign Office, Annual Series, 2,763.)

The production of steel wire nails in the United States in 1901 
amounted to 9,803,822 kegs of 100 lbs., as compared with 7,233,979 
kegs in 1900, an increase of 2,569,843 kegs, or over 35 per cent. 
In 1899 the production amounted to 7,618,130 kegs, in 1898 to 
7,418,475 kegs, in 1897 to 8,997,245 kegs, in 1896 to 4,719,860 
kegs, and in 1895 to 5,841,403 kegs. The wire nails produced in 
1901 were manufactured by 61 works, as compared with 56 in 
1900. The production in 1901 was greatly in excess of that of 
any other year, exceeding by 906,577 kegs that of 1897, the next 
year of largest production.

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FRANCE. 
The British at Lille reports that the cotton 
‘Arties Qnivning” and twisting industry, which comprises in Lille 
a ene for spinning alone, 1,000,000 spindles, and 

‘ 30,000 for twisting, has been very much tried 
in 1901. Early in 1900 there ‘was considerable activity, large 
orders for immediate’ delivery had been given, but the consumption 
and output diminished very greatly after the Exhibition. 

On the other hand, the importation of British yarns increased 
considerably, amounting last year to 6,500,0001., against 3,500,000/. 
in 1900, and 2,770,000/. in 1899. 

But this industry, as all others in textiles, saw its expenses 
augmented, not only on account of the increased price of coal, 
which had doubled, but also because of the enormous rise in price 
of all other articles of first necessity which followed the prices of 
iron and coal. 

Strikes also had a considerable influence. The Calais strike, 
which lasted several months, seriously affected spinners of fine 
and medium numbers, who had to sell off their productions under 
unfavourable conditions. The strike at St. Etienne also reduced 
the sale, to the advantage of foreign productions, and forced certain 
spinners partially to stop their works. (Foreign Office, Annual 
Series, 2,768.) 


In the same report it is stated that the position of the flax ee 
sak is very precarious, there is no thought o 

bsg _—_ further development, and spinners only wish to 

maintain their position. Only with cheap raw 
material will they be able to compete with the redoubtable 
opponent, cotton. The new changes, notably the reduction of 
hours of labour, make normal exportation more difficult, especially 
as the Belgian spinners are more favoured. 

The thread manufacture of France, exclusively localised in the 
Lille district, has naturally suffered from the bad state of trade, 
and, like other textile industries, has had to reduce its production. 
This situation has been principally caused by the rise in yarns ; 
flax spinners had to charge heavy prices, and this has considerably 
hampered the thread trade. The increase in prices of paper, card- 
board, wax, coal, &c., has also had its natural influence. (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 2,768.) 


The British Pro-Consul at Croix in a recent report writes as 
follows :—‘“ A friend has kindly furnished me

In the lower 
regions of the Danube the necessary leaves had to be obtained from 
Servia. 

The production of cocoons has increased from 1,354,118 kilogs. 
in 1900 to 1,476,665 kilogs. in 1901, but the quality has slightly 
deteriorated. Up to the present, Hungarian silk has been esteemed 
among the best in the world; it is to the lack of mulberry trees 
the deterioration of quality is to be attributed.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul at Chicago reports that the Secretary of Agriculture 

of the United States, writing on the experiments 
Tea Cultivation. in tea-growing in the south, says that a good 

grade of tea can be grown in the Southern 
States of the Union for 7‘5d. per lb., and that experiments are being 
made with a view to ss the cost of the preparation of tea, 
especially green tea. He adds that in the future special attention 
will be given to the manufacturing of a pure green tea, the hope- 
lessness of bringing Americans to drink black tea now being 
realised by all importers. 


ARGENTINA. 


H.M. Consul at Buenos Ayres reports that the manufacture and 
export of butter, although not exactly a new 
Butter Trade. industry, has made very considerable advances 
during last year. There is great room for 
developing this trade, considering that there are 20,000,000 head 
of cattle in the country and that the summer there corresponds 
with the European winter. That no importance is given to the 
industry is demonstrated by the fact that no provision was made 
for milch cows at the annual cattle shows of the principal 
agricultural society. Not long ago it was quite a common thing 
that at an estancia (farm) where there were thousands of cattle it 
was impossible to get a pint of milk or an ounce of butter. This 
is being rapidly altered however. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 
2,767.)

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RUSSIA. 


The following particulars relating to the compressed tea trade of 
Compressed Russia are taken from a report by the Dutch 
Tea Trade Consul at Warsaw, published in the “Journal 

. d’Agriculture Tropicale” for April :— 

More than 53,000,000 kilogs. of tea are annually imported by 
Russia, of which 34,400,000 kilogs. consist of brick tea, 18,000,000 
kilogs. of black tea, 975,000 kilogs. of tablets, and 280,000 kilogs. 
of green tea. A small quantity of yellow tea is also consumed 
which, however, is too insignificant to be taken into consideration. 
Green tea is rarely found in Russian households, and the great 
majority of Russians have never tasted it. 

Tea in tablets. These tablets are manufactured with tea leaves 
of inferior quality. They are 130 millimetres long, 40 wide and 
20 thick, and each tablet is divided into eight sections. The tablet 
weighs } lb. (Russian), and is enclosed in paper bearing the name 
of the manufacturer. For packing purposes tin-lined cases, each 
containing 126 Russian Ibs., are used. The retail price at 
Moscow is 1 rouble 10 copecks per Russian lb. (about 2°7d. per 
English Ib.). 

All the tablets used at Warsaw bear the name of a firm at 
Hankow. 

Brick Tea.—Brick tea is also manufactured at Hankow. There 
are two qualities, the first quality measuring 227 millimetres long 
by 160 wide and 11 thick, and weighing } kilog. each. Bricks of 
the second quality measure 287 by 183 by 22 millimetres, with an 
average weight of 1°160 kilog. 

These bricks are packed in wooden cases, holding from 216 to 
240 lbs. (Russian). The retail price at Warsaw is 70 copecks per 
Russian lb. (about 1s. 8d. per English lb.) for the first quality, and 
60 copecks (1s, 5d.) for the second quality.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increas- 
ing demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, 
so far-as it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish 
this new branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recom- 
mendations contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee com- 
posed not only of representatives of the various Government Departments 
concerned, but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, 
which was appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was re- 
quested to consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and 
of disseminating among those interested prompt and accurate information 
upon commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, 
aud the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become 
a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, 
it is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may 
be addressed to it, whether written or verbal. j 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who 
recently acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into 
the condition and prospects of British trade in certain South American 
countries. The “Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application 
being made to it, to supply information with regard to the following sub- 
jects, viz.:—Commercral Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and 
Colonial Tariffs; Excise and “ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and 
Tonnage dues, and other charges on Shipping; Customs Kegulations ; 
Consular Fees; Forms of Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers; Trading Licenses; Foreign and Colonial Con- 
tracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lists of Firms 
abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, §c., Sc. 
An inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch. for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general in- 
formation is conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close 
of 1899, was issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly 
at the price of 1d.
